entering for the accu sed a plea of 
gu ilty to m u rder in the second d e ­ 
gree. 


T his action of the defense was a 
su rprise to everyb ody who looketl 
for a hard fou ght legal b attle, with 
possib le appeals to the su preme, new 
t^als and other resorts to gain-time. 
U nder the plea of gu ilty Ju dge 
Riley proceeded to sentence Me* 
C’ord to im prisonm ent in the M is­ 
sou ri tieniientiary for a 
term of 
twelve years, a n d Sheriff llorn b e c k 
will take him to Jefferson City on 
F riday nex t
